Honey or Corn 
Syrup Helps 
Out for Sugar 


Using honey to replace as much 


as half the sugar called for in 
canning, or corn syrup lo replace 
one-third to one-half of the sugar 
needed, will not affect the delicate 
fruit flavor, according to Cora Lee 
Westbrook, counly home demon- 
stratio nagent. 


"Honey is as sweet as sugar and 


can be used cup for cup to replace 
sugar," she said. "Corn syrup is 
only half as sweel as sugar; there- 
fore Iwice as much syrup as sugar 
must be used to get an equally 
sweet flavor. In addition, both hon- 
ey and syrups conlain water and 
add Iheir own characlerislic fla- 
vor lo Ihe food." 


To replace 
one-half the sugar 
needed with honey use one cup of 
honey and one cup of sugar with 
four cups of water for each foiir 
quarts of fruit. To use corn syrup 
to replace sugar, use one and one- 
third cups of corn syrup, one and 
one-third cups sugar and two and 
two-lhirds cups o fwaler for each 
four quarts of fruit. 


These substitutes will give a pro- 


duct as sweet as when one-half 
cup of sugar for each quart' of 
fruit is used. 


Half the sugar needed in making 


fruit butters can be replaced with 
honey or corn syrup, the home de- 
monstration agent said. Dark sy- 
rup can be used to replace all 
the sugar needed in such products 
as pickled peaches, but is un- 
suitable for most producls because 
of Ihe slrong flavor. 


In making fruil preserves, jams, 


and marmalades, one-fourth of the 
sugar required can be replaced by 
honey and corn syrup. Since both 
honey and corn syrup contain wa- 
ter, slightly longer cooking time 
may be needed to evaporate the 
water.

To avoid further drastic cuts in civilian paper allotments, everyone should 
turn in waste paper, Waste paper, once reprocessed, is war paper, Paper 
shipped overseas doesn'f come Jbacfc, But paper for home use can be used 
again, Here are the two simple rules you should follow: 


I. CONSERVE PAPER -Use your own shopping

Vinson, like President Truman, is 


all in favor of raising unemploy- 
ment pay to give jobless workers 
a better income — and thus help 
recovery after 1he war — by giv- 
ing workers more money to spend 
to keep the wheels going around.

The president, arrived in the Se- 
nate at 1:03 p.m., (EWT) delivered 
the charter and in a brief, pointed 
speech reminded

that the whole world is watching 
for "our action."

"The choice before the Senate is 
now clear," said the chief execu- 
tive in a brief speech. 
"The choice is not between this 
charter and something else. It is 
between this charter and no charter 
at all."

The Senate must ratify the Unit- 
ed Nations charter for world se- 
curity to assume this nation's par- 
ticipation. 
Tne president went to the capitol 
less than 24 hours after his return 
from San Francisco where he ad- 
dressed the closing session of the 
United Nations conference which 
drafted the blueprint for a lasting 
peace. 
"This charter points down the 
only road to enduring peace," the 
president said. "There is no other. 
Let us not hesitate to join hands 
with the peace-loving peoples of the 
earth and start down that road — 
with firm resolve that we can and 
will reach our goal." 
Mr. Truman reviewed the con- 
gressional background favoring an 
international peace organization — 
the Connally lasting peace resolu- 
tion and the Fulbright resolution of 
the House which 
were 
adopted 
more than a year ago — and told 
the Senate the peoples of the earth 
will "watch our action here with 
great concern and high hope." 
"For they looked to this body of 


elected representatives of the peo- 
ple of the United States to take the 
lead in approving the charter and 
statute and pointing the way for the 
rest of the world," he said. 


The president made no attempt to 
go into the details of the charter, 
telling his former colleagues 
he 
was sure they are familiar with its 
proposed workings and that they 
will be thoroughly discussed in Sen- 
ate debate. 


Declaring the charter the product 


of many hands and influences, Mr. 
Truman said it comes from 
the 
"reality of experience in a world 
where one generation has 
failed 
twice to keep the peace. The les- 
sons of that experience have been 
writn into the document." 


He urged the Senate,, in its delib- 
erations, to consider not only the 
words but the spirit of the docu- 
ment. Its objectives, he said, 
are 
clear: 


"It seeks to prevent future wars. 
"It seeks to settle international 
disputes by peaceful means and in 
conformity with principles of jus- 
tice. 


"It seeks to promote world-wide* 
progress and better standards of 
living. 
* 


"It seeks to achieve universal re- 
spect for and observance of human 
rights and fundamental freedoms 
for all men and women — without 
distinction as to race, language or 
religion. 


"It seeks to remove the economic 


and social causes of international 
conflict and unrest.
